Held Good Practice At Starting 


Cold Mornings; Opinions Vary 


By FREDERICK C. R ISSE L L 
T here’s no driving as perfect as 
that of a m otorist headed for traf­ 
fic court to answer a charge for 
speeding 
Compromise For Starting 
We are currently in the season 
of year when a conflict between 
engineering viewpoints m ay be a 
source of disturbance to the aver­ 
age driver who wants to do right 
by his c a r’s faithful engine. Sev­ 
eral years ago engineers for one 
of the leading m anufacturers urged 
m otorists to start right off with a 
cold engine and not to let it fast 
idle for warm ing up. The argum ent 
was that this would perm it the 
autom atic choke to do a better Job 
of feeding the right m ixture and 
that the engine would be less likely 
to load up with unburned gas. Now 
we are told by an equally im por­ 
tant segm ent of the industry that 
the driver should allow the engine 
to w arm up a bit by fast idling it 
in the driveway before starting out 
into traffic. These advisors point 
out that during the first five m iles 
of a cold started engine fuel con­ 
sum ption is 30 per cent 
above 
norm al. 
Since car design and car m ain­ 
tenance are a m atter of com pro­ 
m ising I think it is fair to follow 
something of a mid-course. I fully 
appreciate that idling loads up a 
m otor. It often disturbs the auto­ 
m atic choke control which is de­ 
signed for immediate use of a cold 
engine* But starting right out with 
a cold engine invites stalling, in­ 


creases wear on rings and cyclin- 
der walls, and does waste fuel. 
So why not strike a mid-point hdre? 
Give the engine a little warm ing- 
up time by fast idling it, 
and 
then start off. Idling should be fast 
enough to show- charge on the am ­ 
m eter, but not fast enough to put 
any strain on the oiling system . 
Accelerate the m otor several tim es 
to prevent loading up. 
For Future Reference 
If driving in the rain silences an 
annoying grunting or squeaking in 
the rear of the car you can be 
reasonably certain that the chas­ 
sis suffers from a dry rear spring 
or .shackle. W ater is sim ply acting 
as a tem porary lubricant. Ju st to 
prove it to my own satisfaction I 
have on several occasions taken 
cars out into the rain. 
Wrong Type of Plug* 
Not all buyers of cars use them 
the way the m anufacturers antici­ 
pated which explains why it is that 
sometimes an engine will be handi­ 
capped by the original equipm ent 
of spark plugs. One of the faithful 
readers of this column tells me that 
for some tim e he was troubled with 
m is s in g in the engine, especially 
when closing the throttle for a slow­ 
down from speeds of around 30 
miles per hour. A more careful 
check on the situation revealed that 
the plugs were too cool a type for 
the 
w a y this engine was being 
used, the result being th at the 
plugs w ere fouling. Switching to 
a hotter set of plugs the problem 
was solved.

Just Looking Around 
One of the little attentions which 
any car o w n er.can give his car 
on those occasions when he has 
an opportunity to look around un­ 
der the hood is to check for evi­ 
dences of chafed wiring. It is sur­ 
prising w hat a beating som e in­ 
sulation has to take. It is also 
sm a rt to check heater hosing too. 
It m ay be rubbing at some point. 
Keep all such hosing and wiring 
as far from hot parts as possible. 
Cleaning That Leather 
Cleaning im itation leather calls 
for the sam e m ethods as for clean­ 
ing genuine leather. It is just a 
m atter of refraining from using 
any cleansing 
agent except the 
suds of a mild soap. Work up the 
suds in a pan and apply them to 
the soiled upholstery with a piece 
of 
clean 
cheesecloth, 
using 
as j 
little w ater as passible. Next wipe i 
off with a dam p cloth and then 
dry off the surface with a clean 
[cloth. If this doesn’t seem to re-

D etergent oils and special motor

T h a t, 
m ay seem like a contradiction but 
the truth of It is m ade plain in 
cases where oil leaks out because 
of clogged lines or drain holes. One 
of my readers tells of checking a 
bad leak at the tim ing gear case 
with wise use of detergents which i 
cleaned out the oil return hole to 
the crankcase. On one car with an
